IREFnCE 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  .annual  Report  of  the  Health 
Department  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1957. 

The  number  of  registered  live  births  for  the  year  was  sixty-nine. 

One  of  these  was  illegitimate.  There  were  no  registered  stillbirths  for  the 
second  year  in  succession.  It  is  most  reassuring  to  note  that  there  were  no 
infant  deaths  during  the  year  and  that  no  mother  died  as  a result  of  childbirth. 

The  number  of  registered  deaths  was  forty-three,  six  fewer  than  in  1956. 
Heart  disease  accounted  for  nineteen  deaths,  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous 
system  (strokes)  for  four  and  cancer  for  twelve.  One  person  died,  as  a result 
of  a motor  vehicle  accident. 

An  examination  of  the  ensuing  pages  will  show  that  the  health  of  the 
inhabitants  continues  to  give  cause  for  satisfaction.  The  only  notified  cases 
of  infectious  diseases  were  sixteen  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  three  cases  of 
whooping  cough  and  two  cases  of  measles.  Only  one-  new  case  of  tuberculosis  was 
notified  during  the  year  and  there  were  no  deaths  caused,  by  this  disease.  There 
were  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis. 

From  the  section  of  this  report  prepared  by  Mr.  R.  D.  Morris,  the 
Borough  Surveyor  and  Tublic  Health  Inspector,  one  notes  that  twenty  houses  were 
completed  by  the  Borough  Council  during  the  year.  We  still  have  a fairly  large 
number  of  dwellings  which  are  unfit  for  human  habitation,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  Council  will  be  able  to  rehouse  the  families  living  in  these 
substandard  houses  in  the  fairly  near  future.  The  problem  of  rehousing  the

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families  living  at  iilbro  Castle,  St.  Dognaels  is  one  that  should  be  faced 
without  further  delay. 


It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  County  Council  could  not  support  the 
Borough  Council's  scheme  for  the  building  of  bungalows  for  aged  people.  The 
provision  of  these  snail  bungalows  would  mean  that  elderly  people  could,  live 
comfortably  in  their  own  hones  and  remain  in  their  old  environment. 

Visits  have  been  paid  during  the  year  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector 
and  myself  to  food,  premises  in  the  town.  Improvements  have  been  carried  out 
in  a number  of  these  premises.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Borough 

(l)  Water* 

The  Borough  Couneil  ceased  to  be  the  Statutory  Water  Undertakers  on  1st 
April,  1957  from  which  date  the  undertaking  became  vested  in  the  South  Cardigansh  r 

Water  Board, 

No  schemes  have  been  carried  out  by  the  Water  Board  since  the  date  of 


transfer, 

(2)  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  existing  sewers  were  efficiently  maintained  and  a number  of  improvements 
were  carried  out, 

A 9"  foul  sewer  was  laid  in  St.  Mary’s  Street  - replacing  a box  sewer 
which  had  become  defective.  Additional  manholes  were  provided  along  various 
sections  of  sewer. 


(3)  Pollution  of  Rivers  Etc. 

Cleaning  of  the  Mwldan  and  Cwmdegwel  brooks  was  carried  out  during  the 
year  and  it  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  formal  action  with  regar  o e 
pollution  of  rivers  or  streams  in  the  area.  There  are  no  offensive  tra  e 
existence  within  the  Borough.
